The king of motorcycle jumping told Cycle News in a telephone in- 
terview from his motel here that a 300 yard take off ramp and a 3/8 mile run- 
way are now under construction near the jump site in Twin Falls, Idaho. 
Knievel said that the jump will-go over Shoshone Falls, a distance of one- 
half mile. 

Additionally, Knievel said that the picture about his life, starring George 
Hamilton, will not be released until June 30, 1971, due to distribution diffi- 
culties. He said that the same company that had distributed the various Hell’s 
Angel movies was scheduled to distribute his film, until he extracted a pro- 
mise from Hamilton to make other arrangements. Knievel will make this state- 
ment sometime this week on the Merv Griffon television show. 

Knievel also said that the promoters of his Snake River jump will stage 
a $10,000 purse motocross during the first week of next April at the site of 
the jump.

Suddenly on lap 
20, the former Grand National Champion 
and his Sprint came alive, blasting past 
Keen and Rice like they were stopping. 
Tremendous power and traction seemed 
to be at his command for during the 
remaining five laps Markel rapidly pulled 
away from the competition, 

When asked if it had been a hardrace, 
Markel replied, ‘‘Nope, winning is the 
easiest thing in the world, Losing is 
what's hard." 

To placate the disgruntled fans, a

it was worth and the advertising suc- 
ceeded beyond their wildest dreams, For 
three solid hours spectators and contes- 
tants struggled to reach the track, Many 
of them were still sitting in their cars 
moving about 1 mph, when the 100cc 
Novice Events started. "here were ap- 
proximately 1,000 rider entries and 10, 
000 spectators. 

The promoters, exercising rather good 
judgment, held up the Start for about 35 
minutes to allow as many of the 100cc 
racers to compete as possible, without 
overtaxing the patience of those already 
in, and ready to go. After the trailbikes 
ran, there was another delay that was 
much harder to justify: The 125cc Novices 
(including this writer) sat on the start 
line for almost an hour. After thatthings 
moved rather smoothly untilthe end when 
there was another sizable wait for the 
trophy presentation. 

In an unplanned switcheroo, the trail- 
bike and the 125cc Novices rode a much 
more difficult course than the restof the 
classes, This to could be attributed, in 
part, to collosal attendance, but only in 
part. The area where the race was held 
was a fairly flat valley with a river 
running down the middle, flanked on one 
side by some rather steep hills or small 
mountains, take your pick. Originally, 
the riders started off across the desert- 
like floor of the valley, picked up a trail 
that ran vaguely up the valley, criss- 
crossing the stream as it went, and then 
angled off into the hills, I said the hills 
were steep but I should have added that 
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A TT-type jump was one of favorite spectator attractions. Anyone know a cooler way to watch races in the desert?

they were also composed of powder dust 
with no base. The 100 Novices virtually 
destroyed the trail and the 125 Novices 
finished the job. Midway through the first 
lap of the race it looked just as though 
an earthquake had erupted on a Sunday- 
jammed freeway. Most of the field of 200 
was either on that hill (going down, 
sideways, doing wheelies, walking, 
crashing, and so on) or sitting at the 
bottom staring stupidly at the antics of 
others. 

For the next race, they took that hill 
out of the course. John Rice told me that 
it was at his instigation that the hill was 
removed from the course. He said that 
he told the promoters that he and his 
motocross team wouldn't compete if the 
hill was left in, Something 1n the tone of 
his voice led me to believe that he might 
have been putting me on (He didn’t know! 
was from Cycle News) but anyhow that's 
what he said, The change made the course 
much flatter because it now followed the 
base line of the hills rather than going up 
on the ridge, 

Even so, the course was not easy. The 
creek was quite deep (up to the gastankin 
spots) and had to be crossed seven or 
eights times, At times through the day the 
first crossing (it wasn’t the deepest but 
it was a good fifty yards wide) looked like 
a Husky graveyard. About two out of every 
three of them drowned there and at one 
time, by actual count, there were seven- 
teen drying out on the bank, 

Most riders that I talked to felt that it 
was a rider’s course, rather thana power 
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The kids who didn’t want to watch the races had fun playing in the water.

of those courses that you have to be on top 
of every minute unless you wanted to go on 
your head. John Rice found the course 
extremely tiring, so much so that he 
called it quits after desert-motocross 
sprint and didn’t race the Open Expert, 

Any attempt to give a blow-by-blow 
description of the races would be sheer 
fiction because neither I nor any of the 
officials knew what was going on in most 
of them, There were very many riders on 
a shortcourse and in most of the races all 
fivefront-runners were changing continu- 
ously. Even the flag man was confused: 
in one race he gave the checkered to the 








number five man and the four leaders had 
to take an extra lap! It was all straighten- 
ed out however, by three hard-working 
women who kept the lap records. This 
sort of situation always brings a lot of 
protests and this one was no exception, 
About 20 people showed up atthe scoring 
table to contest the results after it was 
all over, 

In two of the races, I was able to keep 
track of things fairly well. The first of 
these was the sprint race between the 
desert racers and the motocross racers, 
John Rice on his big Maico got the jump 
off the starting line and when they came by 
the pits the first time it was Riceand J.N.

Due to it’s simplicity, the two-cycle 
engine is more susceptible to the home 
mechanic devling into it. For some 
reason known only to them, the 


manufacturers have a habit of putting 
thick head gaskets on these machine, 
which have a tendency to slightly wárp 


panic and want to take the head to the 
local machine shop to have it machined 
so it will be level again. While this is an 
admirable thought, it is really not 
necessary as he can take care of the 
problem right in his own garage. 

The first thing needed is a piece of 
plate glass about a foot square that can 
be picked up cheaply at the closest

Next, obtain a sheet of very fine 
sandpaper (actually, you should use 
emery paper obtainable from most auto 
parts stores,) and a sheet of ‘wet-dry’ 
paper. Using masking tape, place the 
sandpaper flat on the sheet of glass and 
tape it down using the masking tape 
around the'outside of the paper, so that 
you'll have room to set the head inside 
and rotate it around without touching 
the masking tape.

piece of steel that has been surfaced as a 
base for the emery cloth. This particular 
pibce had been discarded by a tool and 
die shop and luckily had been surfaced 
already, so all that was needed was to 
wrap the emery cloth around it and 
have at it. 

The use of this type of surfacing 
device is not limited to two-stroke 
heads, or it can be used on any ype that 
will fit on the paper and set flat, so that 
an even finish can be obtained. Needless 
to say, the cylinder head must be 
cleansed thoroughly before reinstalling 
on the machine to remove all particles 
of grit and metal which could be 
detrimental to engine performance if 
allowed to enter the internals of the 
engine.

Ex-World Champ 
Jeff Smith 
Analyzes 
Britains Lethargy 


British motocross has not suddenly slumped — we have certainly declined but 
the process has beengradual. There has been a slow but sure slip since the 
halcyon days of the early 60s. 

Britain has rarely thrown up really great international stars. To some extent 
we have always been a second class power in world motocross, not it's true in 
team racing, where we excel, but certainly in the individual class. Let's look at 


the statistics. 


Take the 250 class, a Briton has only held the top honor on two occasions 
out of 13. This was whenthe redoubtable Dave Bickers 
held the European crown in 1960 and 61: Other nations 
stand thus: Russia.1, Czechoslovakia 1, West Germany 1, 


Belgium 3, Sweden 6. 
In the 500 class 


World crown in the early 60's. 

The others read: East Germany 3, 
Belgium 4, and Sweden 7. 

One look at these figures proves the 
point. Obviously Sweden is far and 
away the front runner. 

Where do we go wrong? What have 
the Swedes, and to some extent the 
Belgians, which we have not? Is the 
problem our training methods, 
machines or men? The answer is found 
in a combination of all three. 

Training is inadequate almost to the 
point of non-existence. Our young 
heroes are brought up on a diet of 
scrambling every Sunay, it’s true. But 
neither duration of events, nor the 
fierceness of the competition, comes 
anywhere near to what would be 
encountered in the most miniscule event 
anywhere on the Continent. 

The highest aspiration of most 
British riders is the attainment of a 
fleeting moment on the little silver 
screen. For them to appear in a televised 
sprint scramble is to have reached a high 
point in ambitions, which are from the 
outset parochial. 

We are in the international sense, a 
backwater in motocross. The real 
opposition brushes our shores but two 
or three times in a year. 

How can our  scramblers, thus 
cocooned by our conservative 
administration, hope to know to what 
heights aspiration and ambition may 
lead? But this is not enough in itself. 

. .The real desire for achievement m. 
light a torch within the bud 
motocrosser that will help him to 
through all the ups and downs 
chosen sport. s

MUFFLERS IN THE DESERT!!! 


On August 3rd, the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervisors proposed 
an ordinance which prohibits the 
operation of a motor vehicle on private 
land which is fenced, cultivated, or 
posted without the written permission 
of the owner or occupant. Although this 
portion of the ordinance appears 
somewhat reasonable, there are two 
additional sections which are ‘out of 
sight’! 

The first of these two proposed 
sections will extend the maximum noise 
levels established by Section 23130 of 
the Vehicle Code to all motor vehicles 
operated with San Bernardino County. 
The second section will extend the 
muffler requirements of Section 27150 
of the Vehicle Code to all such motor 
vehicles. 

No provision has been made in the 
ordinance to allow for any deviation. 
Examples of vehicles which will require 
‘silent mufflers’ are: trail-bikes, desert 
bikes, track bikes, drag bikes, 
mini-bikes, dune buggies, jeeps, and

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OTTO REIGNS AT SALINAS 


SALINAS, CALIF., Aug. 23,1970- Nearly 
700 riders and an estimated 7000 specta- 
tors converged in fiesta fashion here 
Sunday, as Triumph mounted, Rick Otto, 
for the second timeinfour years, handily 
won the featured 650cc Expert Class at 
this town's 9th Annual Benefit TTScram- 
bles. 

Tragedy struck the event this year, 
however, as Clifford ‘‘Bud’’ Kneass, 39, 
died late Sunday night from injuries 
received in a crash during the second 
650 Expert heat. Coming off the ex- 
tremely fast sweeper and into a sharp, 
dusty, left hander, Kneass became en- 
tangled with another bike, and crashed, 
Kneass is survived by his wifeand seven 
children.

Almost 50 races were run around the 
once-a-year course at the local rodeo 
grounds that included a very long, very 
fast straight, some tight left and right 
handers, a bump jump, and a high, 
tapered, Ascot-Park-type TT jump. 

Jointly sponsored by the Salinas Elks 
Club and the Salinas Ramblers M.C., 
proceeds from the events are used to help 
young Cerebral Palsy victims. 

Festivities started shortly before ll 
am, with presentation of the colors, a 
riders parade and selection of ‘‘Best 
Dressed Man and Machine, Wayne Weg- 
gers won the honors, but not before the 
judges asked him to remove his full- 
coverage helmet, apparently to ascertain 
that his hair and whiskers were of proper 
length.

In the 250cc G.P. Event it was Art 
Baumann who led from flag to flag on 
his Yamaha TD2, Jimmy Deehan a usual- 
ly strong contender on his Kawasaki 
seemed to be suffering from mechanical 
problems. and dropped from second in the 
first lap to fourth by the end of the race. 
Dave Scott on a Yamaha held off the rest 
of the field to take second six seconds 
behind Baumann, 


Started in the traditional Le-mans 
style was the 250, 500 and Open Produc- 
tion Event, John McGilvray riding a BSA 
Rocket TT1 stormed his way to a con- 
vincing victory, Turning lap times better 
than the preceeding G.P, Event, he fought 
his way through the field of 38 riders 
from second to last position at the start 
to win by a healthy margin over the 
usual star, George Kerker, in one of the 
best ridden races of the day. 


As a courtesy to the BSA factory it 
Should be noted thatthis same machine-- 
entirely street stock except for some 
very fine tuning--won the 250 mile pro- 
duction race at Vacaville a little over a 
month ago in the able hands of John Mc

The 350cc Class of the above event was 
as usual, dominated by the Yamaha YS’s 
with Jerry Greene winning the class and 
a fourth overall. 


The final event of the day, the 500 and 
Open G.P., was dominated by the Kawasaki 
brigade, who took the first three places 
overall, An interesting sidelight to this 
event was Cycles Unlimited Kawasaki 
from Bakersfield, whose regular star, 
Mike Lane did not show up, so Kerker 
was offered the ride. After a hasty con-

Unfortunately the Suzuki 500- - with Art 
Baumann in the saddle--crashed badly 
on turn three when his brakes locked 
while way out in front and another sure 
win for Suzuki and Baumann was lost. 
All riders and spectators hope that Art 
was not hurt badly and will recover 
quickly from any injuries he sustained.

The GP was for world championship points and the finish by Robert inched him 
to within one point of Suzuki teammate Sylvain Geboers, the current leader on the 
world championship points table. Geboers has 85 and Robert 84.

We have now spent two years in 
Europe racing motocross, living, 
learning, and having a very good time of 
it. This season is nearly finished, and 
Cheri and I are looking forward to 
coming home. I want to write this letter 
to briefly summarize. our stay here, and 
to thank all the people who have helped 
to make these past two years possible. 

In1969, after a great deal of thought, 
and much soul-searching, I decided to 
make (or try to make) a living out of 
racing motocross. The thought and 
soul-searching concerned the fact that I 
had to give up an extremely lucrative 
job, and part from family, friends, and 
familiar surroundings to take up 
residence in Europe. My decision was 
greatly influenced by the onslaught of 
the European riders appearing in the 
US. 

Cheri and I joined a travel club to 
find “low-budget” passage to Europe, 
and saved money like mad for months. 
In January of 1969 we embarked on our 
adventure by flying to London. Once in 
England we were assisted by Dave 
Bickers, who is one of the best people 
anyone could know. Through him, I 
purchased a car and a house trailer and 
received much needed advice. 

From England we travelled to 
Sweden and to the Husqvarna factory. 
Here I was treated with overflowing 
hospitality and friendliness. My sponsor, 
Mr. Edison Dye, had arranged a new 
bike and spare parts for me for the 1969 
season. Mr. Dye was largely responsible 
for my going to Europe. He has been 
extremely equitable with me, both in 
the United States and abroad, and I 
want to thank him for his continued 
support, and for providing me with the 
top-class machinery which is necessary 
for good results. 

From the Husqvarna factory we 
travelled back to our base in Belgium 
and spread out from there, journeying 
to many countries during the course of 
1969. The first year was apprenticeship 
for me. No one knew me and it was 
sometimes difficult to get a contract to 
race. Toward the end of the year I had 
improved enough to make some 
consistent good results, and because of 
that I was offered a few contracts for 
1970. 

We returned by another charter flight 
in September 1969 in time for the 
Inter-Am series. Mr. Dye offered me a 
chance to travel with the Husqvarna 
Team across the States, and I jumped at

it, figuring I could learn a lot from 
association. I did learn much, but was 
plagued by flukey bike troubles 
throughout the series and was never in 
contention at the end for 
"Top-American"- placing. After the 
series I continued to race at local 
California events in preparation for my 
return to Europe in 1970. Cheri went 
back to work, and I worked sporadically 
Or e whenever I absolutely had 
to!). 

After the Inter-Ams I was contacted 
by Kim Kimball of the American 
Moto-Cross Team and asked to Captain 
the team in Europe. I agreed and the 
SMXT sent me to Europe for this 
season. They paid for air fare, and Kim 
is working hard to try to make it a real 
team, complete with vans, mechanics, 
manager, etc. 

Once again in Europe, we weren't so 
out of place as we had been the previous 
year. We knew how to do things. We 
were also pleasantly surprised at the 
mountain of mail we had waiting for us 
with contract offer. That really made a 
difference. This year we have not once 
had to scrimp to get by. We don't 
exactly live like kings but we are 


enjoying this life immensely. We have 
travelled 70,000 miles to races this year, 
and we will do a bit more before we 
comes home. 

This year I have finished in the top 6 
places in every race I have entered, 
except for the Grand Prix events. My 
best placing in a GP was 13th at the 
Italian 250cc round. My. best 
performances in International meetings 
are two second over-all places. Here I 
would like to add another heap of 
thanks, this time directed to Chuck 
Curnutt who invented, tested, and 
developed the Curnutt shock absorber. I 
have used his units for about two and a 
half years now, and I will say that they 
have contributed as much to my good 
results on the rougher European 
circuits, as any other single factor. 

At this point I would like to thank a 
few people as they come to mind. I 
want to thank Cycle News and 
especially Chuck and Sharon Clayton 
for their help, and also for their 
contribution to the advancement of 
motorcycle sport in general. Thanks to 
Tracey at Traceys Cycle for his support 
and mountain of helpful info, Daytona 
helmets for supplying me with super 
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headgear, Gunnar Lindstrom for his 
Swedish hospitality and for the riding 
instruction he gave me, Morris Alpern 
who publishes MotorCycle World, Jack 
Krizman of Filtron Filters, Walt Olsen 
of North American Imports who 
supplied me with Akront rims, and to 
the many riders, friends and enthusiasts 
who took the time to drop us a letter. 
Really special thanks go to my father 
who came over this year to help me out 
as mechanic during our travels, giving up 
a lot of comfort to live in a tiny caravan 
just as we do. 

I have just four more races to go here 
at the time I’m writing this, then we 
board a boat for home. That’s right, a 
boat. I’m brining my car home this year, 
and Cheri and I would like to rest a 
little from our “vacation” in Europe.

“Scoring racing type events with a 
computer is not really new. To this 
authors knowledge, IBM was the first to 
try it with the Monte Carlo auto rally in 
1968. GE then scored the Vanderbuilt 
Cup sailboat races early in 1969. By the 
fall of 1969, the Enduro motorcyclists 
had finally gotten their cut, a slice 
sorely needed in an event which, 
compared to these other two instances, 
packs much more action, participants, 
and numbers into a lot more brief span 
of time. A QG'E' 430 time-shared 
computer was used to score the results 
of three Atlanta, Georgia Enduro. : 

Our story begins about a week before 
‘the Witch’s enduro last fall. The author 
and several others were involved in the 
lay-out and preparation for this 
particular event. Shortly - before 
pre-registration closed, it had become 
apparent that there would be in excess 
of 300 riders in attendance (342 
actually signed up). None of us had any 


background with the scoring of a run of 
such magnitude and the task loomed as 


“a formidable experience. 


However, a beginner can often be an 
asset in any field. Unbiased by exposure 
to the usual scheme of things, fresh 
approaches are more readily dreampt 
up. This was certamly the case here. 
Several manual scoring systems were 
either invented or proposed by other 
helpful sources. While all had their 
saving features, each suffered from the 
same three failures: Marshalling the 
manpower, human error and human 
error. Merely collecting enough people 
to staff the checks can frequently be 
frustrating. But stuffing twelve or 
fourteen people in a room for a lengthy 
non- stop bout with numbers at the end 
of a week-end...need I say more? The 
errors encountered are also virtually 
self-explanatory. So we went out on a 
limb — and decided to attempt 
computerize the job. 

A request for free computer usage 
was quickly granted by an independent 
local vendor of a GE 430 time-shared 
computer. Time sharing is a type of 
computer organization (system 
programming) wherein a number of 
users programs appear to be running 
simultaneously. In actuality, each users

program is given a fixed time-length 
turn at the machines guts, the central 
processor. If the program can't finish in 
one turn, then it is kicked out and put 
at the back of the line of user programs 
waiting to be executed upon. This 
process continues until the program has 
had enough turns to go to completion. 
Connection to the computer is made via 
ordinary phone lines and the 


input-output device is a simple teletype 
(twk) machine. 

Users programs and data files can be 
stored at the computer site on a gizmo 


called a magnetic disc. Keyboard 
commands given from a remote teletype 
can start various programs, modify 
them, manipulate data files, etc. 
Time-sharing lets you have the full 
power of a computer anywhere you can 
put a teletype machine and a telephone 
line. 


So, yours truly set about writing a 
set of four programs that would score 
an enduro. Two of the programs are 
used in the actual scoring and the other 
two are employed in error checking data 
files used by the scoring programs. 
There is a data file for each check point 
which gives rider numbers and arrival 
times, There is another data file which 
acts as a class directory, giving a class 
number for each rider number. And 
there is a general information data file 
which gives the range of rider numbers 








(101-186, 201-283, etc.), the arrival 






time of the first rider at each check and 
the names of the classes (0-100cc, etc.). 

The general information and class 
directory files are entered and saved at 
the computer from a teletype just after 
the run starts. The class directory file is 
error checked by a program to make 
sure there are no out of range rider or 
class numbers. This program also 





determines the number of riders in each 
class. As each set of check sheets arrive 
from the field, the rider number, arrival 
time data for all entrants making the 
check is entered and saved in a file from 
the teletype. Then another program is 
called and run which analyses the check 
point file for errors in out of range rider 
numbers and absurd arrival times. Also, 
a list of all riders who did not make the 
check is printed for cross referencing 
with the check sheets. 

After the run is over and all data is as 
“ship-shape” as is possible through 
correcting goofs detected by the error 
sniffing programs, the first scoring 
program is called and run. This program 
actually performs the brunt of the work 
in that the scores from all checks are 
computed, totaled, sorted into classes, 
and then the scores of each class are 
sorted in ascending order. Finally this 
program stores a very large file which

The AMA is creating a U.S. motocross series for American and world 
champion riders this year. Call it Trans-AMA. Glamorous Joel Robert and 
rare, mysterious John Banks will headline the show...with factory teams from 
BSA and Suzuki for sure and maybe Yamaha, Jawa, Bultaco, Ossaand even 
mighty Honda to hang in there. T 

A year ago I’d have thought the bearer of such tidings had been into the 
Mexican laughing tobacco. But now there is a new AMA. And anything seems 
possible. It’s time to reach for the Moon again. 

I published the announcement in the papers and, they marvelled at AMA 
headquarters last week, “...National stars and professional racers wanting to 
sign up to compete in the NW new series of eight races, each with a minimum 
purse of $4,000 and points toward a national motocross championship for the 
top American. 

I jetted to AMA headquarters in Ohio a short time later where a meeting 
called by new AMA head, Russ March and Competition Director, Tom Clark 
got together all the promoters they’d selected for the series. It was the first 
such meeting in motorcycle history. Between the AMA staff, the promoters 
and the newspapers, a whole circus was agreed on in a day. 

Starting at Larue, Ohio on the 11th of October with a 250cc Internation al 
and Open National Class, the circuit moves to Undilla, New York October 25 
with the same program, then back to Delta, Ohio on October 25 with a Heavy- 
weight International program and Lightweight National Class. Atlanta, Georgia 
hosts the circus the following week, November first, with the same program, 
then off to Dallas, Texas for a Lightweight International November 8, and to 
Los Angeles Nov. 15 for a Heavyweight International, thence down to Carls- 
bad, California November 22 for a Lightweight International, winding up at 
Sacramento, California with a Heavyweight International and of course a 
Lightweight National. zi 

The minimum purse at all eight meetings will be a healthy $4,000 and at 
the end we will have in America a fairly weel-to-do U.S. National Motocross

BENITES CRUSHES COSTA MESA 'S BEST

COSTA MESA, CALIF,, Aug. 21, 1970- 
Ruben Benites, a newcomer to speedway 
racing who rides for Orange County 
Cycle Center, looks like the rider to 
challenge Larry Shaw and Scott Autrey 
for ‘‘Rookie of the Year,’’ 

Being on the 0-yard line in the handi- 
cap races, he was not eligible for a 
start in the scratch program, but his 
showing in the Handicap races made up 
for it as he took his heat and Semi, In 
the Semi, he topped some of the best, 
including Woods, Konle and Nutter, 

The only fly in Benites’ ointment for 
the evening was a match race against 
Jimmy Nicholson whom he had beaten in 
the Handicap Semi- Main, 

Off the line it was Nicholson on the 
inside and Benites on the outside. Nichol- 
son went in hard and drifted wide while 
the rookie held back and shot in under 
him coming out, But the veteran had 
good traction and they went into the next 
corner side by side, As they came out 
and across the line for the one-lap flag, 
Nicholson was getting a good shot off the 
corner and had pulled ahead and as they 
went into the corner, Benites was trying 
a little too hard and down he went as 
Nicholson went on for an easy win. 

The second division main and the third 
division main event were both spiced with 
spills and both required restarts when 
half the field went down in the first lap. 
Despite the number of crashes, only one 
rider went out with injuries, John Flan- 
ders who injured his hand, In each race 
the only two rider who did not fall fin- 
ished one-two, 

In the second division main, it was 
Jerry Singer who took the lead and kept 
it the entire race despite a constant 
challenge by Billy Grey, who won his heat, 
Grey finished second. 

The handicap main event was the best 
race of the evening as the crowd stood 
for the entire race. The line into the 
corner was Benites, Cullum, Haserot, 
Woods, Cody and Nutter, Woods was 
pushing Haserot as Nutter was trying to 
get inside of Cody when Cody happened to 
slip wide and Nutter got under him. 

The fans suddenly realized that Nutter 
was the man to watch as he kept the in- 
side line and moved up to Haserot coming 
out of the corner, As Greg realized that 
Nutter was trying to get inside, he pulled 
down a little to block him and this left 
enough outside for Rick to pull up on the 
outside, It was a mad dash down the back 
straight for the next corner as Nutter 
was getting fantastic traction and pulled 
ahead. Don Cullum was in front of Haserot 
and blocking him which let Woods move 
up on the outside to try and move up with 
Nutter, but he couldn’t quite get a wheel 
under Cullum and had to stay on the out- 
side.

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RIDING IN SOUTHERN 


By Ron Schneiders 


The forest is a logical place for motor- 
cycle riding. In the East a very large 
percentage of the riding is done on forest 
land, Even in Northern and Central 
California the forests are considered to 
be the prime riding area. Two of the best 
California Enduros - the Hi Mountain 
and the Cowbell- are mostly forestruns. 
But in Southern California the forests 
are virtually unused by motorcyclists, 
There are many reasons for this, some 
obvious and some seemingly obvious but 
actually quite complicated, One big rea- 
son for not using the forest is that there 
has always been plently of riding room in 
the desert and as long as this was true, 
no one wanted to be bothered with things 
like permits and spark arresters, 

Things are changing rapidly. Desert 
riding is no longer unlimited and evenin 
those places where the cyclist is still 
free to do as he pleases the trails are 
becoming worn and new riding space is 
needed, Some areas of the desert should 
be given a rest and a chance to reju- 
venate. 

We were given a chance to learn some- 
things about the forest and its riding 
potential last week when we heard about 
a possible 30 mile trail in the Cuyama 
National Forest from Russ Sanford of 
MORE. It happened like this: We heard 
about the trail and called Ranger Ed 
Morris in Cuyama to verify it. Ranger 
Morris told us that trail was still very 
tentative but there was already a very 
large area open for riding, He invited us 
up and offered to show us something of the 
forest, We accepted readily thinking we'd 
get the scoop on racing in the forest, In 
fact we didn't getanswers that were quite 
as concrete as we would have liked, nor 
as positive, regarding bikes in the forest 
but we did get quite an education, What 
follows in a summary of what we discus- 
sed during an afternoon of riding around 
in the National Forest, 

We arrived at the Ranger station at 
about 11 am -- about an hour ana half 
late. (‘‘We’’ includes myself, Ken Peter- 
son, an enduro rider and ex desert 
racer, and his son Von, 12, who can 
almost outride both of us.) Ranger Morris 
had just about given up on us. I apologized 
and explained that the Cycle News truck 
had picked that day. to rupture a blood 
vessel, causing the delay, 

One of the first topics of conversation 
was fire, because that is the ostensible 
reason for the prohibition of bikes. It 
took very little time to discover that 
Ranger Morris was suffering from that 
malady that affects all government ad- 
ministrators who aren't immediately 
involved in the war industry: lack of 
funds and the consequent lack of man- 
power, His jurisdiction consisted of some 
300,000 acres of land and his staff 
numbers about thirty which includes 
everything from firefighters to secre- 
taries, Morris explained to us that his 
chief concern was with fire because he 
didn't have the resources to control 
fires once they broke out. If there was 
any way on earth to prevent fires, he 
was going to find it and use it. 

Consequently, I felt almost silly ask- 
ing about spark arresters, The answer 
of course was an unequivocal, ‘‘yes, 
spark arresters will be used onall bikes 
on National Forest land." I expressed 
the doubt shared by many, that bikes 
without spark arresters could actually 
start fires; Ranger Morris assured me 
that they not only could, but did. Two

fires in his district in the past year 
were attributed to motorcycles, Unfor- 
tunately, while spark arresters do cut 
down the risk of fires, they do not 
eliminate it, A gasoline spill, from 
either a crash or carelessness can 


couple with a hot engine or cigarette to 
produce a fire, 

Before long we got to the crux of the 
problem: Why some areas allow motor- 
cyclists virtual freedom while others 
find it necessary to severely restrict the 
use of bikes within the forest. The 





would chance the destruction of a forest 
for an afternoon’s fun. 

With all of this prohibition there is 
still a lot of forest land that is either 
open to us or potentially open. About the 
land that is now open, there is little to 
be said, You can go tothe Forest Service 
office in the territory you are inter- 
ested in and the ranger will tell you 
where you can ride and where you can’t. 
In the Cuyuma Forest where we were, 
there is a large area open to bikes which 
are equipped with spark arresters. The

answer is fairly simple, First of all, the 
climate here is warmer and drier for a 
longer period of time. The fire hazard 
is correspondingly greater. During that 
part of the year that the forest is wet, it 
is very susceptible to damage from 
erosion. 

Most of us who have only a hazy idea 
of what erosion is don’t really compre- 
hend the problems it creates, Erosion 
first of all can destroy the watershed, 
allowing the land to dry and become 
more susceptible to fire, It can destroy 
both the cover and the food supply of the 
wildlife in the area, If it occurs in the 
vicinity of a road or trail, erosion can 
ruin the work of many people and cost a 
fortune to repair. 

What all this means is that there are 
some areas in which we are never going 
to be able to ride, In other areas of the 
forest we will only be able to ride in 
some seasons, In all areas we will have 
to be careful, While these strictures are 
not likely to bring joy to the heartof any 
motorcyclists, any rider who is the 
least bit turned on to land will accept 
them for what they are: necessary, 
Only an incredibly selfish individual 
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area (shown in dotted lines on map) is 
Suitable for a fine 100-mile Enduro but 
would probably not be much good for 
racing. It might be the most perfect 
spot this side of Scotland for a Scottish 
Trials, Spend some time exploring; We 
rode up a sandwash that looked like it 
had never seen motorcycles. Those are 
rather rare in the over used areas 
between Lancaster and Red Mountain. 

If we were to split the forests up into 
areas that were open for riding, those 
that are permanently closed and those 
that are potential riding areas but for 
one reason or another are not now open, 
the last category would undoubtedly be 
the largest, With the Bureau of Land 
Management closing us out of large 
areas of the desert, it behooves to start 
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looking at these potential areas with an 
eye to getting more riding space. The 
question is, How to go about it. 

We are going to have to deal with the 
problem of ignorance and misinforma- 
tion on the part of both administration 
and public, Ranger Morris, for instance, 
knew there was a difference between 
the sport motorcycle crowd and the 
Hell’s Angel type but that was about the 
extent of his differentiation. He was not 
really aware of any major difference 
between the trail rider (step-thru Honda 
on the back of a camper variety) and the 
gung-ho enduro rider He, like many other 
people, felt that a 30 mile trail was one 
hell of a long trail. I tried to explain 
that in a hare and hound or Enduro, a 
thirty-mile loop would be eaten up in 
about an hour and the riders would be 
just getting warmed up. He heard me but 
I don’t think he quite believed it, Lots of 
education to be done. 

That sort of thing will be easy to 
handle, It only takes a little time and 
patience. Some of the problems though, 
will not be so easy. Let’s face one fact: 
In any new area that we go into we are 
going to cause some trouble, make some 
extra work for someone, create potential 
hazards and perhaps introduce some 
conflicts between ourselves and other 
users of the forest, These problems we 
are going to have to deal with, and deal 
with effectively. 

Money is one method of dealing with 
some of these problems, We cannot 
effectively give money to the Forest 
Service in exchange for riding privileges 
but we can make iteasier for the rangers 
to increase their yearly budget. Sur- 
prisingly, one of the best ways to help 
get money for the forest is to use the 
areas now available, Rangers who can 
show that their present facilities are 
being used are in an excellent position to 
ask for money for new facilities, Wecan 
also encourage our lobbyist, Russ San- 
ford, and our representative (ha) body, 
the AMA, to work for more Forest 
Service money. 

Another way we can offset some of the 
difficulties that we generate is by doing 
things to make the forest a better place 
to visit, One motorcycle club from the 
Ventura area, The Ridge Riders, has 
constructed a camp in the Cuyuma For- 
est with tables, fire places, latrines and 
So forth, Ranger Morris was obviously 
impressed with their contribution and 
they certainly didn't do our image any 
harm. I can remember a time when I 
was on the Mt, Whitney trail (hiking) and 
a group of Sierra Club members, fifty of 
them, each equipped with a burlap sack 
came along cleaning the trail as they 
went, Whenever someone mentions the 
Sierra Club, that's what I think of: Fifty 
people working so I can have a clean 
trail to hike on. 

While on the subject, one of Ranger 
Morris’ biggest expense items is clean 
up. Especially after a big weekend, much 
of his skinny staff must devote itself to 
taking out the garbage. This is one area 
where it would be easy for cyclists to 
help. The old adage that goes ‘‘Take out 
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what you brought in" is out of date, In 
its place, read ** Try to take out twice as 
much as you brought in," This makes 
up for those few slobs who can be count- 
ed on to make a mess and leave it. 

Some things that clubs and individuals 
can do are obvious. Others must be 
discovered. We pointed out to Ranger 
Morris that one or two trails that are 
well used should be made ‘‘one way’’ 
because they are dangerous (poor visi- 
bility and nowhere to go make head-on 
collisions likely), Ranger Morrisagreed 
but said he had no manpower or money 
to spend on such projects, That would 
make a good project for a club, 

One of the most difficult problems is 
that of noise, Much has already been 
written about it and its apparent that 
there is no ready solution. One thing is 
for sure: there is neither a god-given 
right to silence nor a god-given right to 
make noise, However, going out of your 
way a little bit to respect the sensibili- 
ties of silence-loving neighbors will 
probably make the world a little better 
place for both of you. 

The forest is a very complicated 
system, In Ranger Morris' jurisdiction, 
for instance, is a large agricultural ex- 
periment, a wilderness area where no 
vehicular traffic whatever is permitted, 
a condor sanctuary where thatnearly- 
extinct species is struggling for sur- 
vival, and much gazing land used by 
neighboring ranchers. Some of the forest 
is used by hikers, fishermen, skiers, 
hunters and cyclists. Seemingly insig- 
nificant things within this system can 
have large effects, A road that a species 
of animal won't cross can cut his food 
significantly and endanger the whole 
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population, Indiscriminate use of motor- 
cycles in a grouse field can eliminate 
the birds from the area. The grouse use 
specially constructed watering spots 
which are on the ground and easily 
ruined. 

In view of the complexity of the forest, 
the one thing that motorcyclists must not 
do is become a single-interest pressure 
group, This is the trap that many groups 
such as the Sierra Club, the Audoban 
Society and the National Rifle Associa- 
tion have fallen into, By ignoring the 
welfare of the whole and using every 
means to push a single interest, both 
effectiveness and credibility are lost. 
With the number of motorcycles that 
exist right now, if we were well organ- 
ized we would be able to exert tre- 
mendous influence, 

The Sierra Club has that ability right 
now and uses it quite regularly. They 
recently launched a fight for a State 
Park in the Redwood trees area, They 
won the fight and the park is now being 
built, But the money to built it is coming 
from off-shore oilleases, By not knowing 
exactly what they were doing they have 
harmed more than they have helped. 

In our own case, if there is a dispute 
about whether we can ride in a particu- 
lar area or not, we have a right to ask 
for reasons and to challenge the decision 
if it is politically or economically moti- 
vated, It would be very poor judgment 
to challenge those decisions that are 
honestly made in the interest of the land. 
After all is said, if a ranger makes a 
mistake and keeps us off a piece of 
ridable land, we have lost some riding 
fun for a while (Not permanently. Mis- 
takes are usually uncovered). If how- 
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ever we challenge his decision and it 
turns out that we are wrong, the conse- 
quences are disastrous, Once 10,000 
acres of trees and wildlife has burned up, 
it’s a little bit inadequate to say ‘I’m 
sorry, I guess I made a mistake." By 
using our influence to aid the forest as 
a whole, we will definitely in the long run 
be generating the most good for our- 
selves as motorcyclists. 

Here is a case in point, Ranger Morris 
took me ona long drive through the forest. 
We went through several locked gates to 
get to the forest. These gates are locked 
by the ‘‘ranchers’’ who own the landim- 
mediately adjacent to the forest. By keep- 
ing out the public, these landowners have 
what is essentially a private hunting park 
for themselves and their friends, 

No entry is permitted except to the

rangers, Thus even though that part of 
the forest could be used by the public, it 
isn’t because there is no access to it. 
The public includes motorcyclists and 
Ranger Morris showed me a part of a 
trail that he plans to open to bike riders 
when and if access is obtained, This trail 
is the 30 mile loop that first aroused our 
interest. It consists of easy to moderately 
difficult terrain with quite a bit of dirt 
road connecting sections of the trail. It’s 
not terribly exciting; no one would drive 
from LA just to ride that trail, Does that 
mean that cyclists should ignore the situ- 
ation? I don’t think so and neither does 
Ranger Morris, 

The real question is whether or not the 
public (including cyclists) should have 
access to public lands, Whether thepar- 
ticular trail that is involved is your cup 
of tea or not, is really irrelevant, Per- 
haps in opening up this particular piece of 
land, the only people to really benefit 
would be trout fishermen or condor 
watchers, It might also turn out that 
there’s miles of really great trails 
that can be used by cyclists but aren’t 
recognized yet, Ranger Ed Morris can't 
tell the difference between a good cycle 
trail and a poor one, We could tell him 
if we ever got a chance to look. 

Do you believe that the public should 
have access to the forest? You might 
write to Ranger Morris at the Cuyuma 
Ranger Station, New Cuyuma, California, 
and tell him so. He acts in response to 
need. To getanaccess road he’ll probably 
have to go through condemnation pro- 
ceedings and the landowners will fight 
him all the way. If there’s no evidence 
that the public cares, he’s not going to 
bother, There’s lots of other projects 
crying for attention. Besides, most of

White Takes TT,

HUNTINGTON BEACH, CALIF., Aug. 23, 
1970- Well over 150 riders flocked from 
near and afar today to participate in the 
bi-weekly TT scrambles at Huntington 
Beach CyclePark, Some even drove down 
from Bakersfield and Santa Barbara to 
ride in the tangle of heats, motos, semi- 
mains, and main events, 

A total of 36 races were run, in order 
to give everyone at least a couple of 
tries for something to go on the mantle, 

As the sun burned away the sticky 
overcast to reveal ideal weather con- 
ditions, the first flag dropped and a 
bunch of 100-cubic-centimeter mounts 
buzzed frantically down the straight. 
This class ran three heats, two semi’s 
and one main, finding Novice, John 
Rice consistently faster than the rest. As 
a matter of fact, Rice rode his small 
Kawasaki in both the 100 and 125 Novice 
class back-to-back and took top honors 


in each, 

The first 250 heat saw Novice Dave 
Fletcher grab the lead and stretch it 
throughout. Fletcher also brought it 
home easily in the main event, with 
Steve Thomas in second and Mike Daily 
third, 

While the three previous classes had 
been run in heats, the Open Novice event 
along with the 100 Expert Class were run 
with the 100 Expert Class because of the 
relatively small number of entrants, 

Finally the incessant ring-dings be- 
came a powerful roar that red-blooded 
Americans love as the Biggies jammed 
the track. When the dust settled, Don 
Cummings' held a grand margin for three 
laps. Then Cummings' BSA began spark- 
ing less often than usual, While Don 
worked his way toward the back of the 
pack, Steve Thomas worked his BSA to 
the front, Steve later took third and

I have a feeling I've mentioned this 
subject before but it's worth ment-oning 
again and if it saves someone the 
embarrassment of a protest and having 
the finger of guilt point at you, then I'll 
repeat myself, because I‘ve seen this 
happen twice. 

You're shopping for a racing bike, 
not a new one and you hear there’s a 
good one for sale, Whether it’s from a 
dealer or a private party makes no 
difference so you check it out and it’s 
just what you want. We might add that 
this seems to happen more in the trail 
bike (or ultralightweight if you’re a 
scrambler) than in the big bores. The 
man tells you it’s a 100cc so you start 
riding in your proper division and with 
some luck you find out you're doing 
pretty good. 

One day, wham, either a fellow rider 
protests you or a Competition 
Committee man does for running a 125 
in the 100 class. The official 
measurement is taken and there you are 
standing with egg on your face because 
the little critter really is a 125, or we 
hope it’s egg on your face. It hurts your 
pride a lot more to be caught as a 
cheater and know what the others now 
think of you than to be caught when 
you really were innocent. 

An individual may tell you he’s 
ridden out of class and gotten away 
with it so buy his bike and you will too 
and if you're rotten like he is, you'll do 
it, or he may just smile mysteriously 
when you say how fast it runs and say 
"Oh it's just super-tuned" when he 
knows good and well it's a 125 or he 
may just say nothing. But if the 
machine you buy unknowingly is a 125 
remember that other people must know 
it's a 125; someone did the work on it 
originally, right? And the border of 
proof rests on you. 

So, if you're buying a bike that can 
run as either a 100 or a 125 such as a 
Sachs, Bultaco, Hodaka etc. take the 
time to have it checked before you part 
with your hard earned money. It can be 
done very easily and if the seller doesn't 


want you to check it, then think that 
one over carefully. Why doesn't he? A 
good horse trader wouldn't dream of 
buying a horse without first looking in 
the beasts mouth to check his teeth and 
you shouldn't either. 

Certain bikes and certain tuners have 
reputations; 9976 are blameless but there 
are a couple around who pull this kind 
of stuff and sluff off bikes they don't 
want anymore on unwitting riders who 
are usually novices and don't think it's so 
hard to tell a 125, especially in the 
desert. That extra 25cc gives you a nice 
little extra bit of torque for hills and 
deep sand that you need and it's pretty 
common knowledge among the desert 
trail bike class people that there are 
125's out there and it's not amongst the 
big Expert boys either. 

So, as we say the burden of proof is 
up to you. Unless you know what 
you’re buying, check it out or take your 


lumps when caught. You will 
eventually. 
This naturally goes for any 


displacement machine and we’ve known 
of some beauts. They haven’t been 
protested because nobody wanted to 
fink on a buddy and we were not going 
to publicize . it because we were told the 
sad facts “off the record”. Under 
journalistic rules and the Constitution 
we won't tell and don't have to tell but 
we get some satisfaction of never saying 
“Congratulations” to some of these 
characters after they’ve done well in a 
race. 

Some examples of riders knowingly 
cheating? How about 90’s or almost 
90’s in the 50 class? Or a chap who 
mounted a six speed road racing gear 
box in his scrambler when this was not 
allowed and the guy who won the old 
350 class on a sleeved-down 500. 
Sleeved down my eye! And there are 
some delicious things you can do with 
fuel as some Open class riders have 
found out. So if you want to cheat, go 
ahead, it’s your pride and conscience 
but don’t get caught unwittingly 
because you’re the one who will take 
the punishment, not him.

another first for an overall win, Fred 
Timberlake, a consistently strong racer 
finished in. second twice for second place 
overall. 

Exhaust notes were once again raised 
several octaves higher as the 100cc Ex- 
perts scampered around the half-mile 
course, As in the others, the first one 
home in the first contest ended up with 
all the gold; this time it was Bob 
Sanders on a Kawasaki. Actually Saun- 
ders tied with Rob Morrison in points- 
earned with 18 apiece (each had a 1st, 
2nd, and 3rd), but officials gave it to 
Saunders after checking lap scores and 
found him to be in front more often than 
Morrison - which proves that letting up 
for even a moment can be quite costly, 

Expert Marc Barban barely nipped 
Jim Damico's Yamaha to get the check- 
ered flag and a spot in the main event, 
where he again nabbed top honors from 
the hard-running Damico, 

Tom White and his 250 Bultaco showed 
the crowd his version of an Expert. 
White would approach the five-foot jump 
with his front wheel overhead while the 
rest of the pack scrambled just to keep 
him in sight, The six-lap main event was 
nearly a different story for Tom, how- 
ever; a bad start forced White to work 


for a change and he barely managed to 
take the lead from Ron Powellon the last 
lap. 

Powell did more than his share of good 
riding, though, In the Open Expert event 
he kept his Triumph running more ef- 
ficiently than the rest and neither he 
nor Mike Posey disappointed the fans as 


they battled in the firstheat, Powell went _ 


home with first place. Posey was second. 

Race fans note: Tom White has decided 
he would like to take on any one ina 
special match race. While his challenge 
smacks of Roller Derby-type adverti- 
sing, he is downright serious and the 
Huntington Racing Associationis backing 
him up, In fact, $25 goes to the first dude 
that beats him. But the race will be held 
under the following conditions: 1) The 
challenger must belong to the HRA, and 
2) he must win a main event (any main 
event) to prove himself worthy of the 
contest. 

Huntington Beach Cycle Park will begin 
holding Motocross on the first Sunday of 
each month and TT Scrambles on the 
next three Sundays. Track-owner Donald 
England has also announced that he is 
building a Class A Speedway track to be 
ready by this coming weekend,

contains all of this processed -scoring 
information. The last program merely 
enables the user to edit print-out of the 
scores in any of a number of ways (class 
1, places 1-21, class 3, places 7-36, etc.) 

Incidentally, for 412 riders and 6 
checks (Stone Mountain National), this 
program only required 1 minute of 
computer time. 

Generally there are two or three 
teletypes brought to the scoring site. 
One is connected to the computer via 
the ‘phone and the other (or other two) 
is used “off line” for punching paper 
data tapes. These data tapes are read 
into the computer through use of a 
paper tape reader on the “on line 
teletype”. A teletype keyboard 
command then saves them on a 
magnetic disk at the computer site. 

It has beef our experience that, using 
this system, scores may be posted less 
than two hours after the last check 
closes. Four to six people are necessary 
to bring the thing off and an average of 
about three hours of each persons time 
is required. 

Erros made by the computer are 
non-existent, in fact errors made in 
transferring data from the check sheets 
to the computer run only about 1 in 
1000. The bugaboo comes at the 
checkpoints themselves where, in the 
usual confusion generated by a bunch of 
anxious riders, arrival times are 
improperly recorded or the rider forgets 
to show his check slip to the man with 
the check sheets. These “‘slip ups” cause 
the final computer results to be about 
96% accurate. However, any scoring 
system suffers from this latter problem 
and things will have to be improved 
there. (Having the check slips made on 
NCR duplicate-generating paper has 
been considered. The rider would initial 
it and keep the original while the 
duplicate would merely be thrown in a 
box. This would eliminate check sheets 
entirely, but would be at variance with 
present AMA rules). 

And so, in the Witch's, Santa~Claus, 
and Stone Mountain National enduros, 
there's been a computer spectating from 
behind the scenes. The acceptance this 
procedure has received from the “old 
guard” is a credit to their progressive 
thinking. They realize that if the sport is 
to continue to grow in popularity, 
improved organizational and 
management techniques will have to be

Forests (Continued from Page 29) 
the landowner’s friends (who hunt and 
fish on the forest as guests) have already 
written, urging that Ranger Morris for- 
get the idea, Since the landowner’s 
friends live in Sacramento, their letters 
have a lot of weight. 

To return to our original question, 
Southern California riders can’t ride the 
forest, in part, because of special con- 
ditions and problems. But more impor- 
tant, we haven’t really tried yet. There 
is plenty of great country, not only in 
Cuyuma but inall of the National Forests. 
So get yourself a spark arrestor and go 
exploring. And sit down and write to the 
rangers, letting them know that you want 
to ride on forest land and that you're going 
to be as concerned as they are that it 
doesn't get burned down. Incidently, the 
only thing spark arrestors dois cutdown 
noise and sparks. You won't even notice 
any difference in engine power. 

The rangers ask that you register at 
the ranger station wherever youare going 
to ride in the forest. These registrations 
are used by the Forest Service to 
determine the number of people using the 
facilities; this number in turn determines 
the size of the next year’s budget soit is 
quite important to the rangers. Registra- 
tion might also be quite important toyou 


, if you get lostor hurt, Potential rescuers
